THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE. 


Over Half of Them Who Speak It Inhabi- 


tant! ol the United Status. 


The language in which Shakespeare 


and Milton wrote was the language of 
but live or six millions of people in 
their day, and as late as one hundred 
years ago English was spoken by not 
ruoro than 15,000,000 or 16,000,000 peo- 
ple. At the same period French waa 
tho mother tongue of at least 80,000,000, 
und (jorman, in one or other of its 
forms, was tho language of from 85,- 
000,000 to 40,000,000 people. 
This 


stato of afl'nlrs is now completely re- 
versed. Between forty and fifty years 
ago tho English language equaled the 
German in the number of those who 
spoke It, and now the latter is loft fat 
behind in tho raoo. German is spoken 
by 10,000,000 persons In Austria-Hun- 
garian empire, 46,000,000 in the Ger- 
man empire, 40.000 in Belgium, ii.OOO,- 
000 in Switzerland, and is the native 
tongue of some 2,000,000 in the United 
States and Canada. 
This gives a total 


of about 60,000,000 persons who may 
speak German. 


With French the case is much the 


same, but the gain during the past 
century has been smaller than that of 
Gorman. French is now spoken by. 
tho 88,000,000 people of France, by 
2,250,000 in Belgium, 200,000 in Alsace- 
Lorraine, 000,000 in Switzerland, 1,500,- 
000 in Canada and the United States, 
600,000 in Hayti, and by 1,600,000 in 
Algiers, India, the West Indies, and 
Africa; in all about 45,000,000. 


English is now spoken by all but 


some 500,000 of tho JJ7.000.000 persons 
in tho British Islands, by 53,000,000 
out of the 50,000,000 inhabitants of the 
United States, by 4,000,000 persons in 
Canada, 3,000,000 in Australia, 1,700,- 
000 persons in the West Indies, and

Mrs. Kate Duffy in Jail. 


The inquest on the body ot the baby 


found in a box in Mrs. Kate Duffy's room 
on Merchant street, was held yesterday 
afternoon at the office of Coroner Perl. 
The jurymen were: John W. Hartley, 
E. W. Anderson, Florence McCarthy, 
Onus. H. Kepley, A. H. Locke, T. Wykle, 
A. C. Stevens, William Wiokham, J. O. 
Stevens. H. A. Aldridge, W. A. Combs 
and Z. W. Harris. After hearing the tes- 
timony the jury rendered the following 
verdict: 


We, the jurors, sworn to inquire of the 


death of aniinfant child, on oath do find 
that it came to its death through neglect 
on the part of its mother or some cause 
unknown to us. We are convinced from 
the evidence that Kate Duffy is the 
mother of the said child, and that she 
be held to await the action of the grand 
jury. 
' 


Subsequently on a warrant issued by 


the coroner, Mrs. Duffy was placed un- 
der arrest, and taken to the county jail 
by Captain Hewes. The accused no 
doubt expected to be held, and went 
quietly with the officer. She was more 
concerned about her little -seven-year- 
old daughter. It was arranged that she 
should remain in charge of Mrs. Blair for 
the present. Court will meet May llth, 
when the grand jury may fail to find a 
bill against Mrs. Duffy, and she will in 
snob case be discharged. 


The witnesses examined at the Inquest 


were Charles Ward, Anna Norman, Mrs. 
M. J. Kettleman, Mrs. Harry Jones, Mre. 
Ed. Blair, Mrs. Mary Butler, and Emma 
Victor. Most of the parties knew that 
Mrs Duffy was strangely ill while she re- 
sided in the Bills block in the win- 
ter of 1883, and it appeared to the 
satisfaction of the jury that Mrs. Duffy 
may have given birth to the child, that 
she concealed thb fact aa well as she 
could, and further that she may have kill- 
ed the ohild.and placed it in the box to hide 
her disgrace. The authorities may have 
other testimony, which will be brought 
out before the grand jury. 


Xhe reporter had a talk with Mrs. 


Duffy on the night of the discovery of the 
box in her room. He understood her to 
make the statement that her husband 
died ten years ago, and that her little 
daughter was 7 years of age. 
Mrs. 


Duffy now makes the statement that she 
married her husband on May 2G, 1876> 
and that he has not been dead quite 
seven years. 
We cheerfully make the 


correction. It is due Mrs. Duffy and her 
innocent little daughter.

Ankarstrom showed himself most eager 
to perform the foul deed. He was as- 
sociated with throe other conspirators, 
Ribbings, Horn 
and Teohlm, and 


begged hard that tho task ol putting 
an ond to the1 King's life might bo com- 
mitted to him. The rest, however, in- 
sisted upon lots being drawn, and by a 
remarkable coincidence it foil to the 
man who was most anxloua for tho 
Work to accomplish it. That Ankar- 
strom was animated by some powerful 
reason for hatred is sufficiently evi- 
dent from the manner In which he met 
his subsequent fate.

Lord Gerard ol Bran- 
don, out ol the room. TLo lady, it 
appears, had displeased tho sovereign 
by speaking ill ol "my Lady Castle- 
malne" to the Queen and provoked in 
consequence a passionate outburst of 
anger on his part which led to her 
forcible expulsion. Other scandals are 
also related by Tepys, but thoy are of 
so gross a character that their repro- 
duction in these columns would not be 
decorous. It was at a ball, if we ar» 
not mistaken, that Lord Townsend and 
Sir Robert Walpole proceeded to per- 
sonal abuse, and seized each other by 
too collar.
